And tho first idea is,work 
it out'. Stop sinning. Wateh yourself. Do 
good. And', so influenced, men often go on 
and say, work righteousness by punishing 
yourself. 
First, go without sleep, clothes, 


homes, live in caves and dens, go into monas- 
teries, nnd so lay up ngb&ousnns.

It is a thing then past, 
i e., when tho Comforter is doing his work,

Put it thus: Satan could say of men, "Thoy 
belong to rue, they sinned, they aro iny ser- 


! vants, not God's. 
They have no claim 


to heaven. They aro to bo with mo." 
His case was good eo for. They were debt 
ors, criminals, and justico demanded pun- 
ishment. 
But Jesus camo, paid tho debt, 


bore the guilt and destroyed this plea, 
secured "judgment" against Sataa. So God 
is "just, and yet tho justifier of him that be- 
lievcth." This is tho substance of tbo gospel 
system, and meu need the Holy Ghost to 
convict them of all this. Hence thu need of 
prayer for thu Holy Spirit. It is a remark- 
able, tiling that the bitterest £oes of Christi 


anity own tno personal yooOEess, righteous- 
ness of Jesus. 


When (r. '12), ho says, '"I havo' maoy 


but yo cannot bear them now," ho is not 
speaking of moro trouble on them, but of 
thoir inability to understand him then. Tbo 
history of tho disciples after his death, and 
boforo the Spirit camo shows the truth of that. 
But 


(V. 12) they would be guided into all truth; 


tho Spirit would not speak of himself. Ho is 
a person, a divioo person; but as in the plan 
of salvation Jesus forgets self for us, so tho 
Holy Spirit leaves much about himself and 
about his ways of worlciug (John iii, S) in 
mystery, that bo may reveal tho things 
of Christ and show tilings to come, their 
duty, their position, their privileges nnd their 
prospects. 


Su (v. 14) Ho glorifies Christ, makes men 


undei'stand His real dignity and honor and 
mighty saving work. Then they sea that Ho 
is not only a matchless teacher and n holy 
man, not only rounding mind and giving men 
a now ideal, but saving thorn by satisfying 
law, making atonement, taking tho plea out 
of Satan's mouth, and enabling aunts to say, 
••WhoisHotliatcondemuetlif" (Horn, viii,•!•!). 


And this is not honoring the Bon too much, 


and forgetting God thu Father as it were, for 
(v. IS) "all things that tho Father hath," etc. 
Could any more creature say this truly;

LABOR'S CONDITION IN GERMANY. 


Itcm» Cleaned from Onr Con»nl'» Report. 


Co-Opor.itire Stores. 


United States Consul Warrior, stationed at 


Cologne, has written an interesting report on 
ho condition oC labor in Germany, which bos 
[ust been printed. 


Tho best wages, ho says, arc paid m v\ ost- 


ilialia and Rhincland. In other districts (and 
Coper Silesia is particularly mentions!) 
workers in iron, stono, wood and other'mB- 
chmiics only receive from two to three marks 
say from "forty-seven to seventy cents) per 
day- those of extra, skill sometimes get from 
three to four marks (say eighty to ninety-two 
conts). Femalo luboi- is allowed only m cer- 
tain coses, a:id women, when employed, onrn 
from one mark to ono mark and a. quarter 
(say twenty-four to thirty conts) per day. 


Tho wovkiiiH hours oro from 0 to 0 in sum- 


mer and 7 to 7 in winter; one houris allowed 
for dinner, halt an hour in tho morning for 
breakfast, and half an hour in tho afternoon 
Cor coITeo. 
On Sundays work is suspended except 


wbeii urgent repairs aro required. Latterly 
tbo system of paying tho laborers by picco 
work bos been generally adopted, and tho 
rni"cs thus earned arc on a scale already ro- 
ta-red to

obliged to contribute to a saving fund out of

(say from 82.85 to $4.M>) per month, and 
moils cost about twenty-four cents a day. 
The meals of a worltingman consist principal- 
ly of potatoes (Cor dinner, potato soup with a 
?licoof bacon), poas, beans, vegetables, com- 
mon pork and black broad, sometimes dried 
fish, and now and then ordinary beef meat, 
but more frequently borso flesh.

wearing a white shirt. 


Latterly co-operativo stores havo been es- 


tablished almost everywhere. Their bonefl- 
ccnco is curtailed by the evil of tho credit 
system. There aro other organizations whoso 
special object it is to holp workingmen.

In 
Berlin and other largo cities kitchens havo 
been started to supply tood that will combine 
quality with cheapness.—Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Gazette.

proportion,' suffer moro from depredations 
and mutilations than a great tree circulating 
library.' The scoundrols and vandals who 
steal rare books, or who toar.out chapters and 
plates from choice books, are not from among 
tho poor'and humble,'but are men far above 
poverty—constaoaceless fellows, who do^not 
resist the temptation to purloin.—Now lork
